Tutrotr.—The Semaphore has published a 
detailed account of the in Tripoli, 
relative to the papers of Major Lamg, the cele- 
brated African traveller, who was murdered in 
the desert on hie retura from Timbuctoo.

Warrington, father.in-law of — « iain, and 
Coneul ral of H. B. M. at Tripoli, that his 
son.in-law had been murdered in the desert. A 
rumor wae epread, that the pagers of Major 
Laing had been brought to Tripoli, and myste- 
arewen received by a noted Turk, named Has- 
souna Dghies. This came to the ears of Col. 
Warrington, who immediately required the Pa- 
cha to eramine into the affair. Hassouna took 
refuge with the Consul of the United States, 
Mr. Coxe. The Pacha informed this gentleman, 
that he respected the inviolability of the asylum 
he had granted to Hassouna; but as the testi- 
mony of the latter was material in investigating 
the ci cumstances attending the assassination of 
Major Laing, he prayed him not to favour his 
escape. Hassouna, however, did leave Tripoli 
oa - Sth August, disguised, it was said, as an 
American officer and took refuge on board the 
United States seventy four, Fairtield, command- 
ed by Captain Parker. The captain, no doubt, 
was deesived as to the Turk’s character. He 
weighed anchor on the morning of August 10th.

At the same time 
Count Diebitech ordered the second corps, under 
Count Pahlen, to occupy Karabunary, about 40 
miles due south of Aidos, to push ils advance 
guard a long dayr march further south of Faki, 
and to reconfoitre through a line nearly east and 
west, from Tirnowo through Adrianople. The 
easy execution of these orders proves how slen- 
Surly the Turks held possession of their own 
country, and how paltry was their general re- 
sistance to the invader. With a view to cut off 
the communications of the Grand Vizier with 
Adrianople, and to establish himeelf on an inner 
line of posts in a direction nearly parallel to the 
Danube, but in the neture of a third parallel to- 
wards Constantinople—Count Diebitech combin- 
ed a double movement, one immediately against 
the rear of Shumla, the other against the town 
of Salimno, and the great roed leading south 
from it, by Jambal, to Adrianople. Gen. Kra- 
soweki executed the former of these operations, 
by forcing his way from Marseh through Eski- 
Steabout and tothe westward of it, thereb 
blocking up the central road which runs to A 
rianople by Kaspwabat. The troops of the Vizier 
on this oceasion, seem to have given way efter 
very little fighting, and to have lost between 

and 600 men. In pursuance of the second pro- 
ject, which was executed on a more extensive 
scale, Gen. Sheremetief, of the 7th corps, pre- 
ceeded from Karnabat about the 29th of July, 
to feel for the-Turks towards Jambol. On the 
road thither, with one brigede of Hulans and 
some Cossacks, he fell in «ith a corps of no less 
than fifteen thousand of the enemy, commanded 
by Helil Pacha. The dieproportion must have 
been eight or ten to one, and yet it appears that 
the Russian cavalry attacked and overthrew the 
Pacha's army, drove them into the town of 
Jambol, and Gaeas the Turkish camp. The ex- 
treme distrust of themselves, and broken spirits 
of the Ottomans, showed itself in a shameful 
flight from Jambol, from the apprehension thet 
100 Cossacks, who were left before the town 
in observation by General Sheremetief, when he 
retired to jein hie head-quarters at Karnabat, 
were but the advance guard of the whole Rus- 
sian army; which was the next day destined to 
attack them. Learning that the Grand Vizier 
had meade his way out of Choumla by the west- 
ern road, the only one deft open, and was 
ceeding to Selimno, in the supposition that the 
route from thence to Adrianople would be unoe- 
cupied, Count Diebitech drew together troops 
from every quartar, from the corpse before Choum- 
le, from Aidos, Sizeboli, Karnabat, and Karna- 
bunar; and with two corpsd’armee, a division of 
a third corps, and a large body of cavalry—al- 
together, perhaps, not far short of 26,000 or 
28,000 men—he moved upon Selimno, and on 
the 12th ult. attacked the Vizier in his position 
at and before that place. ‘Ihe engagement ap- 
ars to have been neither long nor doubtful.— 
he Turks were beaten without any difficul y, 
and dispersed with a loss to the Russians of not 
more than 60 men. Indeed, the account given 
by the bulletin very candidly clips the laurels of 
the conquerors, by stating that ‘‘the terror of 
the enemy is eo great, that he has not the cou- 
rage to make any considerable stand, and it ap- 
pears that in this respect the leaders of the 
troops set the example.’* What can be hoped 
for by any army when its chiefs are the frat to 
run away? What, sgain, can be hoped for a 
state, the subjects of which are every where 
emulous to obtain an invader's friendship? The 
bulk of the inhabitants of Bulgaria are Christians, 
and come forth in crowds to seek protection from 
the Imperial troops. The issue of matters at 
present is, that on the 20th Count Diebitech en- 
tered Adrianople, with his army, having met 
with no further resistance. He had already 
formed a new basis, on which to rest his forces— 
from Selunne on the right, to Aidos, on the lef; 
Adrianople, Kirk-klism, and through Tinowe to 
the Euxine, would form a still cleser line of in- 
vestment towards Constanticople. On the coast 
iteelf he has extended his garrisons southwards, 
by the recent seizure of Wasilike and Agtebeli, 
beth lying between Sizeboli and the capital, 
which fell to Admiral Greig and his ships. Hf 
the Russian arms be now arresied, it is unques- 
tienably not by force. The schemes of Catha- 
time have abundantly succeeded. What new 
achemes may grow out of their accomplishment 
belongs to a difierent chapter.

The Prince Milosch is making a circuit of in- 
spection throughout all Servia. It is said that 
General Geiwmar has received a reinforcement 
of troops, and is about to resume offensive ope- 
rations on the right bank of the Danube. 

A ietter from Pera, of the 16th of Aug. says, 
that the Russian Commissioners had received 
orders to repair to the Russian head ors. 
The demande of the Porte are said to be “the 
evacuation of the Turkish territozies and all the 
fortresses by the Russians, and the integrity of 
the Empire, with the exception of the Morea 
and Cyclades, which it wilt recognize as inde- 
pendent, provided the tribete is equal te the 
taxes formerly levied there. On these terms the 
Porte will consent punctually to execute the 
Treaty of Ackerman, end to open the Bospho- 
rue te the commerce of Russia.’’ Another let- 
ter from Pera saya, that the Grand .Visier is 
commissioned to negotiate with Gen. Diebitech 
on the basis of the conditiogs brought by Gen.

The Russian army entered Adrianople on the 
20th of August without resistance. It is not 
known where the Sultan was. It is impossible 
to form an opinion as to what effect this intelli- 
gon would produce in the seraglio; byt it was 
nown at Constantinople that 8000 brigands, 
consisting of deserters and ex-Janissaries, were 
carrying terror and pillage in every direction, 
and apprehensions were entertained for the 
Grand Seignior's life. The same dispatches 
announce that General Paskewitsch has made 
himself ter of Trebizonda, where he found 
an immense booty. The inhabitants of Adria- 
nople disarmed some bande of Asiatics who 
threatened the city with plunder. The Turks in 
Asia and Europe seem to have fost al! hope, as 
they lay down their arms without attempting to 
defend themeelves. The Augsburgh Gazette of
